Leonard Stein, president, said 
it was tragic that the “Zionist 
movement at Basle placed itself 
in the hands of demagogues and 
their dupes. It is tragic that in 
the naive belief that they are 
serving the Jewish cause, Amer- 
ican Zionists are doing their 
best to estrange and antagonize 
the British who are the most tol- 
erant and steadfast friends of 
the Jews.”

“imaginative British statesman- 
ship.”

A sharp attack on the decision 
of the Jewish Agency not to par- 
ticipate in the London Confer- 
ence on Palestine was made by 
H. A. Goodman, political secre- 
tary of the Agudas Israel, during 
a debate at a meeting of the 
Board of Deputies of British 
Jews. 


Goodman challenged the right 
of the Agency to speak on behalf 
of all the Jewish people in mat- 
ters “relating to Palestine, and 
said that he believed a grave mis- 
take was being made by Zionist 
leaders in refusing to attend the 
London talks. If Jewish repre- 
sentatives had attended the con- 
ference when its first session was 
held last summer, “the position 
of the Jews today could not be 
much worse, and might be much. 
better,” he added.

FETR all these tragic years 
and having regard to our 
uncounted losses, the World Zion- 
ist Congress at Basle should have 
met in a spirit of deepest sorrow 
and penitence, as well as of loft- 
iest resolve. Instead of meeting 
in this spirit, the World Zionist 
Congress was nothing less than 
tragic in its inadequacy in rela- 
tion to a great hour. It was, de- 
Spite all that press agents may 
say, in large part a collection 
of personal hatreds and rancors, 
and of private ambitions. 

The question will be asked: 
Why do I not accept the Con- 
gress and its result as_ faites 
accomplis? I do, for I believe in 
the processes of democracy. But 
at Basle there were great moral 
issues at stake, and these are 
not affected or decided by elec- 
Numbers prevail at elec- 
tions. Moral issues are not thus 
decided. I made a grievous withal 
pardonable mistake—the day be- 
fore the Congress adjourned I 
could not believe that what was 
to happen could conceivably come 
to pass: that England and Amer- 
ica would jointly be rebuked and 
rebuffed by the Congress, and 
that Dr. Weizmann would be 
dropped as Pilot, when most need- 
ed—our foremost statesman, our 
wisest leader even though with- 
out the support of press agents. 

THE VOTING MEANT LITTLE 
or nothing. The hardest majority 
—whipped together by election- 
eering devices worthy of an 
American political convention at 
its worst—voted to make it im- 
possible for Dr. Weizmann to go 
to the Londan Conference, there- 
fore, to retain the leadership. 
Many who voted “no” would have 
preferred to vote in the affirma- 
tive if caucus bondage had not 
intervened to rob them of their 
freedom. : 

One must in fairness speak of 
two groups within the organiza- 
tion who emerged from a con- 
fused situation with honor. The 
Revisionists and Hashomer Hatz- 
air both alike opposed attend- 
ance at the Conference, and these 
voted according to their convic- 
tions, without reservation, with- 
out equivocation. 

I cannot help using the term: 
“It is a pyrrhic victory that has 
been won,” unchanged by the 
boastfulness and arrogance of 
whosoever claims “I have won a 
victory.” “Personal victory,” yes 
—whatever that may mean save 
to the victor. But the Congress 
has been a terrible defeat for the 
cause, nothing less than a dis- 
aster. Measured by the Basle 
Zionist Congress, the Zionist 
cause has fallen on evil days and 
ways. The heads of the Laborites 
and the Zionist Organization of 
America have succeeded in oust- 
ing Zionism’s greatest statesman. 
It may safely be predicted that 
they will now proceed to seek to 
oust each other, though it is not 
easy to forecast who will stoop 
farthest in encompassing this 
end.

er or not to install himself; the 
ambition of yet another to seize 
the leadership and install himself, 
reinforced by the most skilled 
and conscienceless manipulation 
that ever emerged from a pub- 
lic relations cesspool. An Ameri- 
ean delegate said to me: “We 
might have stayed at home and 
avoided witnessing the tragedy 
of division, disunion, disruption.” 
We fear the worst, but we shall 
pray and labor for the best. 

However, it will be said that, 
as a result of agreement, a Cabi- 
net has been formed. A Cabinet 
or Executive Committee of the 
Jewish Agency has been named— 
a Cabinet not of all talents but 
of all ambitions, unholy and un- 
limited, the Cabinet representing 
a maximum of compromise and 
a minimum of conviction. 

There were clear-cut issues; 
that is to say, there might have 
been, but these were for the most 
part confused when not ignored. 
First and most immediate of the 
issues was “Shall we participate 
in the London Conference?” “If 
we go, who shall go for us?” hav- 
ing regard to the extraordinary 
suggestion that no one should 
be permitted to go who had any 
part in the negotiations up to 
this time. 


THERE WERE OTHER IS- 
SUES equally clear, but, alas, for 
the most part left unconsidered 
and undiscussed by the Congress 
in its entirety. One of the diffi- 
cuties of the Congress was that 
it was not a Congress but a col- 
lection of caucuses’. standing 
apart from one another, so high 
ran the partisan spirit. Party 
caucuses are unavoidable, but 
there must come a time when 
party caucuses should resolve 
themselves into the unity of a 
Congress, 

Little, if anything, was said in 
answer to the question: “For 
what should the Jewish Agency 
ask if it attend the Conference? 
Shall it be the State, Partition, 
Trusteeship, United Nations Con- 
trol?” Finally, little, if any, con- 
sideration was given to the ques- 
tion: “What should and could be 
done to end the reign of violence 
and un-reason?” That paramount 
question was not adequately nor 
honesiiy considered. 

I began by saying the Congress 
was a tragedy. I must, however, 
add that it was not an irrepar- 
able tragedy, for the essence of 
tragédy is finality, and there are 
no finalities in Jewish history. 
The tragedy will, however, prove 
to be cureless if we assume that 
whatever is, is rightfully final, 
unalterable, inviolable. The Basle 
Congress waS an unworthy Con- 
gress. This was the first Zionist 
Congress after seven years. It 
should have taken the form of 
a dignified, solemn and, above 
all, sorrowful tribute to the mem- 
ory of more than six million 
martyred brother-Jews. Instead 
of that, issues were not squarely 
met, nor even adequately consid- 
ered until after the Congress ad- 
journed. Instead of issues, there 
were personalities, the one agree- 
ment among competing and con- 
flicting personalities being that 
Dr. Weizmann must be forced 
out. That was the one agree- 
ment; and among his political 
survivors, disagreement, conflict 
clashing will inevitably follow. 

NO LITTLE EVIL RESULTED 
from a profound misunderstand- 
ing of the power and service of 
the Zionist Organization of

taken for granted by many Euro 
pean and Palestinian delegates 
that the One Hundred Million 
Dollar Relief Fund of 1946 was 
secured solely or chiefly through 
the instrumentality of the Zion- 
ist Organization of America, con- 
cerning which it may truly be 
said that it aided little, but it 
raided much. The overestimation 
of the part played by the Zionist 
Organization of America in the 
securing of the Hundred Million 
Dollar Fund was largely respon- 
Sible for the strength of the Zion- 
ist Organization of America in 
the Congress. If the question will 
be asked “Why was there no 
strong, vigorous antagonism to 
them that triumphed?”, no one 
can understand the question or 
give an answer, who did not wit- 
ness and was not appalled by the 
tactics of terrorism that were em- 
ployed against dissenters.. Let 
Hadassah deny being browbeaten 
and terrorized, after having 
bravely stood and finely fought. 

The question has already been 
asked: “Why not go along with 
the Congress?” We have done 
that too long. Our patience has 
been misused. After the Conven- 
tion at Atlantic City, which was 
nothing more than an over-or- 
ganized demonstration, we should 
have cried aloud and spared not. 
We were silent, and our silence 
was. mistaken for assent. 

Nothing that happened at the 
Zionist Congress, however un- 
worthy, however divisive, must 
be permitted to affect the im- 
pression that we are one in our 
demands upon the British gov- 
ernment. We must become free 
to establish a Jewish State, a 
viable State in an adequate area 
of Palestine. We must have sove- 
reignty over immigration, which 
would mean that the shame and 
horror and tragedy of Jewish 
Displaced Persons’ throughout 
Europe shall cease to be...W%hin 
a Jewish State we must be free 
in every sense, including the pos- 
sibility of purchase of land. Di- 
vided among ourselves we may 
be at a Congress. But we are 
united in our resolve and decis- 
ion that there be an end of the 
White Paper and the beginning 
of_a Jewish State; that Britain 
fulfill the terms of the Balfour 
Declaration and the Mandate or 
withdraw from a trust, too long 
honored in the breach rather than 
in the observance. There is no 
other way. 


AND STILL, WE ACCEPT re- 
sults and decisions. Personally, I 
shall labor for the cause as [I 
have always labored for it. Zion- 
ism is not a cause to be donned 
and doffed like a garment. I have 
not served it for half a century 
for power or glory or to satisfy 
personal ambitions. I once stood 
almost alone among younger 
men. After fifty years, my soul, 
my speech, my means are at its 
command. I began fifty years 
ago—for that it will soon be—as 
a private without place or office 
Save as I became unpaid or vol- 
unteer secretary of the Zionist 
Organization of America, which 
I founded. I do not, I cannot, 
withdraw from Zionism, but I 
withdraw from all office in the 
Zionist Organization of America. 
I shall continue in every way to 
serve Zion and Zionism, but I re- 
fuse to substitute the Zionism of 
the present imperilling regime of 
the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica and its contemptible personal 
satellites for the Zionism of Weiz.

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Famous Converts ToJudaismTold .......e.-. 


LORD GEORGE GORDON in England, about 150 
years ago, gave up a tremendous fortune for his new- 
found Judaism, and spent the rest of his days in a 
small town among pious Jews—himself a Jew with 
beard and payes, who observed scrupulously all Jew- 
ish practices. 

In 1840, Warder Cresson, a wealthy Philadelphia 
Quaker and a religious enthusiast, became acquainted 
with Isaac Leeser, the minister of the Spanish- 
Portuguese congregation in that city, and through 
him discovered what he had been seeking for years 
—a religion to satisfy his spiritual hunger. 

Four years later he was offered an opportunity 
which he eagerly seized: the office of American con- 
sul in Jerusalem. Distributing his earthly posses- 
sions among the family except for one portion which 
he left in trust to provide for his old age, he forsook 
the wife of his youth and his six children whom he 
dearly loved, and departed for the Holy City. He 
was deeply affected by his surroundings, assumed 
the name of Michael Boaz Israel, and identified him- 
self with the Sephardic community. He applied for 
admission into the Jewish fold. The Beth Din and 
the Chief Rabbi were very reluctant; but he per- 
sisted and, finally, in 1848, at the age of 50, he sub- 
mitted to circumcision. 

He returned to Philadelphia to arrange his af- 
fairs so that he might live the rest of his days in 
Jerusalem, and found his family arrayed against 
him. His wife and a son obtained from the court a 
commission in lunacy. He appealed to a higher court 
and the trial became one of the celebrated cases of 
the time. A Christian jury handed down a decision 
that Cresson was sane. 

Cresson went back to Jerusalem, married a Sep- 
hardic woman, and lived the life of an Oriental Jew, 
even as to dress. He became a leader in the com- 
munity and threw himself into the effort to estab- 
lish agricultural colonies in Palestine, so that the 
oppressed in Israel anywhere in the world might be 
enabled to return to Zion. He was a frequent con- 
tributor to Leeser’s Occident. He died in 1860, and 
was buried on Mt. Olivet with honors usually paid a 
prominent rabbi. 

OR TAKE THE CASE in our own time, that of 
the Frenchman, Aimee Palliere, born a Catholic, and 
a student for the priesthood. One day, on Yom Kip- 
pur afternoon, he wandered into a French synagogue 
and attended the Neilah service. He was so deeply 
impressed by the simplicity and spirituality of the 
service that he found no rest from that moment on. 
His mother and his priest exerted themselves to the 
utmost to keep him in their fold, but to no avail. 

Palliere consulted that spiritual personality in 
Leghorn, Italy, Rabbi Elijah Benamozegh. The Rabbi 
advised him to remain < Christian and to observe 
only the fundamental ethical laws common to all 
humanity—the Seven Noachian laws. It is not clear 
whether he ever became a full Jew, or heeded the 
advice of his revered teacher. In any case, he re- 
mained a passionate devotee of Judaism. He wrote a 
charming account of his spiritual experience, called 
in English, “The Unknown Sanctuary.” The book 
has recently appeared in Palestine in Hebrew trans- 
lation, ‘‘Hamikdash Ha-ne’elam.” American Jews had 
the opportunity of seeing and hearing him when 
he toured America in the ’30’s. 

OLDER INHABITANTS of Cincinnati may re- 
call the case of a Ger Tzedek, a tall blond young 
man who came to the leaders of the Orthodox com- 
munity with the request that they admit him into 
the fold.. They tried to dissuade him but he would 
not be dissuaded. He was admitted and lived for a 


not only learn from Jewish sources, but absorb the 
spirit of Jewish home life. When people would come 
to the Rabbi with questions of Jewish law, this young 
proselyte, with a newly sprouting blonc beard, would 
listen attentively. Later he went to Eretz Yisroel to 
perfect his Jewish training; but there he unfor- 
tunately contracted a tropical disease and died. 

Jews who lived in Atlanta, Ga., in the first two 
decades of this century will remember the tall, beard- 
ed Ger Tzedek, Mr. Taylor, who would bring his 
farm products to his city co-religionists. Undoubtedly 
similar cases can be found in many localities through- 
out the land. 

Palestine exerted a powerful influence on prose- 
lytes, and drew many to complete their lives there, 
even in the days when travel was tedious and dan- 
gerous, and the living conditions in the land were 
most difficult. That present-day Eretz Yisroel should 
attract them is more understandable. 

ONLY RECENTLY there died in Upper Galilee 
the “Dutch Ger Tzedek” whose full name was Franz 
van der Hoorn. In 1912 four young people left the 
Hague, Holland, to make a journey on foot to the 
Dutch East Indies. When they reached Palestine, 
van der Hoorn was amazed to find ‘types of Jews 
he had seen nowhere else—young people and older 
ones, farmers and gardeners, who rode like cowboys 
and handled a gun like rangers. He felt a new world 
opening up before him. The remaining two (one 
had dropped out in the Balkans) gave up their orig- 
inal plan and turned their faces back toward Hol- 
land; but Franz threw in his lot with these de- 
termined descendants of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, 
to help rebuild their nation in the land of their fa- 
thers. 

During the first World War, as a Dutch citizen, 
Franz of Metullah was out of reach of the repressive 
Turkish laws. He would visit Jewish political pris- 
oners and smuggle in letters concealed in bouquets 
of flowers, thus saving many lives. When the di- 
rector of the colony Migdal was under arrest, Franz 
produced forged documents showing that the entire 
colony belonged to him, and as property of a Dutch 
citizen the colony was saved. He was a personal 
friend of the martyr Joseph Trumpeldor and was one 
of the defenders of Tel Hai against Arab marauders. 

His oldest son is one of the best shomerim, and 
a sharpshooter. His second son, Zevi, spent three 
years in the British Army in the European theater 
of war, and visited his grandparents in Holland, who 
were immensely proud of their son and grandchil- 
dren. His youngest son is named Yifdeh, which 
means, “He will redeem.” His daughter, Zillah, is a 
graduate of Jewish schools. Of his children he would 
say: “This is the portion with which the Holy One 
blessed be He has rewarded me for the sacrifices 
I have made for my Jewish people.” His wife is the 
daughter of a Jewish colonist in Galilee. In his dis- 
cussions with fellow colonists Franz always champ- 
ioned the Orthodox viewpoint. 

JEWS IN TEL AVIV speak with love of Elisheva, 
the Russian woman who determined to share the 
destiny of the Jewish people because of her love for 
Judaism. 

Born in Moscow in 1888 as Elizaveta Ivanovna 
Zhirkova, she early fell in with a pious Jewish fam- 
ily in her native city and came under the spell of 
Judaism. When she reached the age of discretion 
she embraced the Jewish faith. She mastered Yiddish 
and Hebrew and published two volumes of poems 
translated from both languages. Later she published 
two volumes of original poems in Russian dealing 
with Jewish themes. She married the Jewish writer,

KANSAS CITY, Mo.—In one of those rare, 
honest appraisals of the state of Judaism in 
the United States, Isadore Rich, president of 
Keneseth Israel-Beth Sholom Congregation 
here called the “spiritual” disintegration of 
U. S. Jewry “tragic.” 

In a bitter assault on those Jews who do 
not assume their religious responsibilities, Mr. 
Rich, in his annual report said “we have be- 
come fearful lest the stigma of piety be at- 
tached to us.” 

Mr. Rich’s report read in part: 


“It used to be the normal, the natural way 
of life to attend Synagogue services. Today 
the Jew who attends services must needs offer 
explanations for his unusual departure from 
the normal. Unless perhaps he has Yahr Zeit. 
And even then he is somewhat apologetic. We 
have become fearful lest the stigma of piety 
be attached to us. There was a time when 
Jews vied with one another for Aliyahs and 
other honors at services. Today it is not too 
easy to find among our people those who can 
actually recite the two Berochos for the Torah. 
And he who can actually recite the Haftorah is 
a rare individual indeed. 


“IT said a moment’ ago we have an empty 
building. That is not quite true. Our building 
is not always empty. Occasionally a relative or 
a friend is celebrating a son’s Bar Mitzvah. 





Bitter Synagogue President Attacks Unfaithful; 
Says We Fear Stigma of Piety, Says Situation Not Funny 


This entails, as a matter of social obligation, 
at least an hour or So in the Synagogue. (The 
family may note our absence at services and 
our presence at the reception.) So the ladies 
and some few men come to the service. They 
arrive just in time to hear the Bar Mitzvah 
chant his portion of the ritual. But these casual 
visitors do not really share in the service. Who 
can read the Hebrew? Or the English for that 
matter? Who has the patience or the strength 
to hold the Siddar and turn the pages? And- 
why does the Rabbi insist on disturbing our 
conversations by announcing the readings and 
the pages? Who cares? And all the while we 
hope that the Rabbi won’t drag out his sermon 
lest we be late for our appointment—at the 
beauty parlor, or for a fitting, or a card game. 


“None of this is funny. It is to my mind the 
most tragic phenomenon in contemporary Jew- 
ish life. It is tragic because it is symbolic of 
the destruction of every fortress of our faith. 
It is a symptom of our spiritual disintegration. 
For the Jew can continue to live only when he 
holds fast to his books, his ideals, his cultural 
heritage, his Synagogue. Whatever unity we 
maintain, whatever worth we possess, whatever 
hopes are ours are all dependent upon the ex- 
tent of our devotion to our greatest citadel, the 
Synagogue.”

“Although more than one million of our customers are 
waiting for delivery of their cars at present prices, we 
are immediately reducing the price of every Ford car— 
some models as much as $50.

HE Palestine Year Book is 
a magnificent exception to 
the general rule that “Year 

Books” are dry and uninterest- 

ing.

The surviving Jewish remnant is

HOW ARABS have been 
lifted by the presence of 
Jews, not only physically, but 
morally and spiritually, is the 
burden of section four. To fully 
appreciate the tremendous ad- 
vance the Palestine Arab has 
made as a result of his contact 
with the Jews, his lot should be 
compared with that of the native 
in Iraq, in Saudia, in Arabia, 
Syria, etc. The major curse of 
the area is a grinding poverty 
which a Westerner cannot even 
remotely conceive. Thus, in Iraq, 
“the felaheen and coolie classes 
live on less than a penny a day 
per head,” and 85 per cent of the 
masses are totally illiterate. Be- 
cause the British can continue to 
exploit the wealth of the Middle 
East only as long as the social 
and political status quo prevails, 
are they consciously striving to 
perpetuate it, and all the in- 
herent iniquities. In a labor gov- 
ernment pledged to Socialism, 
this is some anomaly. 

Micha Assaf’s chapter on “Cul- 
tural Development of the Pales- 
tine Arabs in the Period of the 
Mandate” is truly illuminating. 
The advance of the Arab in Pal- 
estine on all fronts is not only 
an astounding phenomenon. It is 
unequalled in the entire Middle 
East, and proves that the Pales- 
tine Arabs have been vastly en- 
riched by their contact with the 
Jews, that their level of civiliza- 
tion in every area of life is in- 
finitely higher than that of any 
other Arab community. 


Palestine Jewry was deeply 
distressed by the Hitler holo- 
caust, and the literature of re- 
cent years, as surveyed by Pro- 
fessor Simon Halkin, reflects this 
mood of wrath and bitterness. 
The foremost poet of the Yishuv, 
Jacob Cohen, bewails after the 
fashion of a Bialik, the martyr- 
dom of Israel. He is indignant 
over the criminal silence of the 
so-called civilized world, and in 
“From All Peoples” protests 
against it in sharp and passion- 
ate terms: 


When our children cried in the 
shadow of the gallows,

IN ADDITION to literature, 
the “theatre, music, dance and 
art” flourished, as Dov Vardi 
charmingly describes. Further- 
more, in recent years, there has 
arisen in Palestine a host of 
eminent actors and actresses, se- 
rious and comic groups, and 
many accomplished musicians. 
The latter have given fresh im- 
petus to Jewish music and song, 
both secular and religious. 

The sixth section bearing the 
general title “Palestine, A Sur- 
vey of Progress,” deals with the 
Geography, the Jewish Commu- 
nity, the Government of Pales- 
tine, with Jewish Political Par- 
ties. The list of new settlements 
founded during the years 1939 to 
1946 is particularly impressive. 

The calculated and brutal sup- 
pression of the truth about the 
contribution of the Yishuv to the 
victory over Nazidom constitutes 
one of the unpardonable sins of 
the British against the Palestine 
Jewish community. During the 
North African campaign, when 
the British armies were menaced 
by Rommel, the British govern- 
ment literally begged the Jews of 
Palestine for assistance, which 
was graciously given and grate- 
fully accepted, but never publicly 
acknowledged. The full measure 
of this enormous assistance, 
which called forth tremendous 
sacrifices on the part of all 
classes in Palestine Jewry, is 
fully described in a highly sig- 
nificant chapter on “Jewish Pal- 
estine’s War Effort” which forms 
a part of this section. 

The seventh section, ‘The 
Zionist Movement,” includes 
chapters on Zionist Organiza- 
tions, The Jewish Agency for 
Palestine, and The World Zionist 
Conference of 1945. Section eight, 
“Zionist Funds” analyses the in- 
come and expenditures of the na- 
tional funds, and contains two 
essays, one on “A Treasury in 
Transition” and another on “The 
Struggle for Land” by Abraham 
Granovsky.

AMERICANS will find the ninth 
section “Zionism in the United 
States” especially interesting. 
Louis Lipsky writes on “Early 
Days of American Zionism”; 
Harry L. Shapiro on “Activities 
of the American Zionist Emer- 
gency Council,” and Carl H. 
Voss discusses “Christians and 
Zionism in the nited States.”

HE dramatic resignation of Rabbi Stephen S. Wise from his 
official positions with the Zionist Organization of America 
may have come as very much of a shock and a surprise to many, 
It need not have. Resignations have been a popular and perennial 
means of indicating sense of outrage, disappointment, or inability 
to accept a majority decision. There have probably been as frequent 
resignations in other Jewish groups, but because of the public na 
ture of the Zionist movement, they attract more attention there, 
Without judgment on any of them, I offer herewith a quick re. 
view of some of the more spectacular resignations which have oe 
curred. They should prove of interest at least as historic curiosities, 
and I leave to someone else the psychological analysis. 


* 


PERHAPS the first in the series of withdrawals is artifically 
recorded by Louis Lipsky in his “Thirty Years of American Zionism.” 
It was at the 1904 convention of the Federation of American Zion. 
ists, when the retiring president, Dr. Richard Gottheil, as well ag 
his successor, Dr. Harry Friedenwald, were absent from the con. 
vention. Lipsky writes: “Gabriel H. Mayer of Philadelphia, who 
was Vice-President under Professor Gottheil, thought that he was 
entitled to become president, and especially resented the naming of 
an absentee candidate, and rightly so. But we regarded Mr. Mayer 
as.an-undisciplined Zionist, for were we not inviting Dr. Friede 
wald to become president for the good of the movement? And s¢ 
we defeated Mr. Mayer’s ambition. Mr. Mayer surprised us by 
retiring to the depths of seclusion, and from that eventful day in 
Pittsburgh he was seen no more by Zionist eyes.” 

Jacob de Haas, next to Lipsky himself the stormiest petrel of 
American Zionism, found it necessary to retire from active Zionist 
work after a falling out with the administration, and he went to 
Boston to become editor of.the “Jewish Advocate there,” along abo 
the same time. He came back, but for years, and until his death 
about a decade ago, one could never be quite sure whether he was 
‘tn” ar “out.” 

In 1921, on the eve of the famous Cleveland convention, Lipsky 
resigned as secretary of the organization because of his disagree 
ments with the Brandeis-Mack administration, and he undertook th

_ organization of the opposition.

THE GREATEST MASS RESIGNATION in the history of the 
movement took place on June 6, 1921, in Cleveland. Adoption of a 
resolution expressing lack of faith and confidence in the Judge Mack 
administration was merely the immediate indication of the deep 
cleavage caused by differences in Zionist philosophy, temperament 
and policy. The list of those resigning from all official position with 
the Z.O.A. includes the following distinguished names: 

Louis D. Brandeis (he had been Honorary President), Judge 
Julian W. Mack, Rabbi Stephen S. Wise (this time he was against 
Iv. Weizmann), Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, Dr. Harry Friedenwald, 
Nathan Straus, Felix Frankfurter, Benjamin V. Cohen, Bernard 
Flexner, Horace M. Kallen, Jacob de Haas, Israel Brodie, Sol Rosen 
bloom, Robert Szold, Rabbi Max Heller, Irma Lindheim and others— 
a total of some forty prominent Zionists. 

Of course many of these have long since returned to the fold, 
Others have never renewed their active association with Zionist 
affairs.

IN THE YEARS THAT FOLLOWED there were numerous lesser 
resignations, for one reason or another. In 1927, at Basle, Rabbi 
Wise (because then he bitterly opposed the re-election of Weizmann 
as President of the World Zionist Organization) withdrew from the 
American delegation of which he was a member. Differences of 
opinion or personality clashes have led others to wait until their 
terms expired, when they stepped gracefully out of office. It may 
surprise many to learn that Dr. Mordecai M. Kaplan was once, for 
a short while, chairman of the Administrative Committee of th 
Z.0.A. Differences of opinion led to a parting of the ways. Dr, 
Solomon Goldman’s two stormy years as head of the organization 
were marked by frequent walk-outs in the Molotov style, eventuall 
followed by his complete retirement from the organization. A litt e 
earlier the dramatic resignation of Isidore D. Morrison from t 
Z.O.A. will be recalled by old-timers as a spectacular political meteor. 

Two years ago Dr. Silver resigned as chairman of the American 
Zionist Emergency Council as a result of sharp differences in policies 
and approach to Zionist affairs. Public opinion shortly thereafter 
restored him to leadership. 

And today Dr. Wise plays the role of the aggrieved one, and 
walks off the stage in a huff, this time in sudden defense of Dr.

R. LEVY who had been wrestling with 
himself practically all night called on 
me in the morning. He was pretty well fagged 
out out by the night-long effort and he had 
called on me to appoint me to the function of 
referee, you might say. 

I call him Levy but his name isn’t really that. 
It’s something quite as Jewish, though. This 
is to say, the moment you hear his name you 
automatically know he is Jewish and, if your 
mind runs that way, you begin to wonder what 
kind of a Jew he is: Whether Zionist, non-Zion- 
ist or anti; whether Mizrachi or Poale Zionist: 
Orthodox, Conservative, Reform or Reconstruc- 
tion. 

The fact is, though, that Mr. Levy has never 
bothered his mind with 
any of these Jewish con- 
flicts, and I doubt very 
much whether he could 
tell you what a Mizrachi 
is. So, a Jew without 
problems, he might be a 
fairly contented person 
f were it not for his name. 
: He had been fighting with 
his name for a long time. 
Indeed, the wrestling in which he had exhausted 
himself through the night had to do with his 
name: To keep on being Levy or to be some- 
thing else. 

“I want you to settle it for me,” he said. 
“T’ve been thinking of changing to Leary.” 

Yes, he said, he had been having an awful 
time with Levy ever since Hitler began to 
make it so miserable for Jews. Hitler might 
be dead but he still was getting around (“if 
you get what I mean”) and to be Levy had 
become like a sore thumb. 

He said that when he signs at a hotel he can 
tell by his look that the room clerk is saying 
to himself, “This is another Jew.” When he is 
paged he can detect the accusation in the bell- 
boy’s intonation. “It’s like Hitler himself 
marching around the lobby shouting: “Another 
Jew!”

MR. LEVY SAID he could feel it in the at- 
mosphere wherever he went. It was nothing 
he could put his hands on but it was there all 
right. ... “Well, when you know there are a 
lot of people who are against you, you don’t 
feel like throwing yourself in their faces, do 
you?” Last night, in bed, he had come almost 
to the climactic moment of the decision. His 
wife had asked: “Have you thought any more 
about changing our name?” 

That started it. It was 11 o’clock when he 
retired; he heard the chimes in the living room 
strike 1 and still the matter hadn’t been settled. 
“You see, I guess it was like something on my 
conscience. I thought to myself, after all, we 
had had the name I don’t know for how long. 
My father, my grandfather and my _ great- 
grandfather had got along with it, and I don’t 
know how many others before them. My father 
had the name on the store window and he had 
done all right with it. That’s the way I argued 
with myself.”

tells you at a glance all the neuroses that are 
in you. It was evident that Mr. Levy was ailing 
with a psychopathic condition common among 
us today, ; 

“Mr. Levy,” I said, “there’s nothing the mat- 
ter with your name that an adult sense of re- 
ality couldn’t cure. You’Te a child with hys- 
terics after a nightmare.” 

“Yes, I said, Hitler remains as triumphant 
among us as in the time when Jews were fleeing 
to the caves and woods from his madness. Mr. 
Levy had translated Hitler into the hotel clerk 
who, in Mr. Levy’s frightened mind seemed to 
be thinking, “This is another Jew”; into the 
bellboy in whose voice Mr. Levy detected Hitler 
shouting, “Another Jew! Another Jew!” 

“Isn’t this the mental ailment of many of us 
today?” I asked. “It’s a contagion. Our minds 
are Hitler-ridden and we suspect Hitler in every 
shadow and in the voices of strangers and in 
their eyes. We have become frightened little 
people, scurrying to ways of escape. You seek 
escape in the arms of Leary. 

“Look, Mr. Levy, nothing really has hap- 
pened to you on account of your name. Your 
business hasn’t suffered; you are a prosperous 
man. Your children aren’t at all underprivil- 
eged. All that’s the matter with you is the 
neurosis that causes you to see Hitler in hotel 
tlerks, bellboys and street car conductors and 
to want to run away from your name. Snap 
out o7 that. Beat down Hitler’s ghost. Be the 
self-respecting man your father was; he wasn’t 
afraid of his name and carried it to honor in 
the city. It’s a good name because it has been 
made good.”

boy was coming home from 

Cheder one snowy evening 
in a little Russian town. He 
should have been home long be- 
fore, but he lingered reading a 
Russian sign, puzzling out the 
words, In the 1800’s when Asher 
‘Ginsberg was going to Cheder, it 
‘was considered a waste of time 
for a Jewish chilc to learn any 
language but Hebrew and Yid- 
dish, the first so that he could 
study Torah, and the second, so 
that he could talk with his fam- 
ily and friends. 

But Asher wanted to know 
more than he could learn in 
Cheder, so he stood in the cold, 
’ sounding out the words on the 
Russian sign, when his father 
found him. He had been worried 
about Asher’s tardiness and 
scolded him soundly, “You pay 
attention to your Hebrew and 
come straight home from Cheder, 
after this,” said the father. “I 
don’t want to hear of your wast- 
ing any more time on such non- 
sense as learning Russian.” Ash- 
er knew he must find some other 
way of learning Russian, and he 
discovered there were books he 
could use. Soon, he knew the 
language as well as he knew He- 
brew. Then he went on to learn 
Latin, German, and modern liter- 
ature, all by himself, without the 
help of a teacher. 

’ ALTHOUGH HE WAS inter- 
ested in the learning of all peo- 
ple, he had a deep love for his 
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own people, and his own relig- 
10n. 

Then something happened 
which made it clear to Asher 
what he must do for the Jews. 

In the 1880’s, in Russia, there 
were clubs of Jewish people cal- 
led Lovers of Zion or, in Hebrew, 
Chovivei Zion. The members be- 
lieved that Jews should go to Pal- 
estine, establish colonies on the 
‘and. and live by farming, fiuit- 
growing, and cattle raising They 
were so enthusiastic about the 
possibilities that many young 
people started off at once to live 
a new life in Palestine. 

What they gid not take into ac- 
count were the hardships they 
would find. At that time Pales- 
tine was not prepared for settlers 
as it is now. It was owned by 
Turkey, which took no interest 
in the people who lived there. All 
that the Turkish officers wanted 
was to get rich. So the land was 
neglected, and teemed with di- 
sease-breeding swamps. Water 
was hard to find. The soil had 
been used without care and was 
barren and stony. 

THE ARABS WHO LIVED 
there were very poor and suf- 
fered from many dreadful dis- 
eases. There were no businesses 
or factories where the young 
Lovers of Zion could find work 
even if they had wanted to. The 
only thing they could do was to 
work on the land as farmers. 
But the land was so Stony, and 
the water so sparse, that they 
were doomed to failure almost 
from the start. Besides these 
Russian Jewish lads were not 
used to farming. All their lives 
they had been businessmen, 
teachers, or handworkers. Neith- 
er the Turkish government offi- 
cials nor the other Jews of the 
world gave them any help. 

Many of the settlers took sick 
and died, Others left the col- 
onies and returned home. 

The Lovers of Zion were dis- 
couraged and did not know what 
to do, 

THEN IT WAS THAT Asher 
Ginzberg knew how he could help 
his fellow-Jews. He wrote an ar- 
ticle that made him known to all 
Hebrew readers. He used a pen- 
name, Achad Ha-am (which in 
Hebrew, means One of the Peo- 
ple), and even since that time, 
he has been known as Achad 
Ha-am. 

In his article, he explained 
what he thought was the best 
way to establish colonies in Pal- 
estine, 

First of all, the Lovers of Zion 
must teach the people to love Pal- 
estine and Judaism so much that 
they would be willing to work 


and suffer any hardships for their 
sake. Only such colonists could 
ever be successful in settling a 
land as poor as Palestine was at 
that time. 

BUT THAT WAS NOT all. 
Achad Ha-am went on writing ar- 
ticles and what he told his peo- 
ple was this; 

Jews should settle in Palestine 
in order to SAVE JUDAISM. 

Now that seemed a queer thing 
to say, but Achad Ha-am ex- 
plained. 

Jews were living in many coun- 
tries all over the world, he said, 
and they were becoming more 
and more like the people among 
whom they lived. That was good. 
But many of the people tried so 
hard to be just like their neigh- 
bors that they stopped living ac- 
cording to their Jewish religious 
laws, neglested studying the 
Torah and the Hebrew language, 
and some even went so far as to 
give up their membership in the 
synagogue and Jewish commu- 
nity and had nothing whatever to 
tie them to the Jewish people. 

ACHAD-HA-AM WAS. afraid 
that some day the Jews might 
forget their Judaism entirely. 

Even if they remained Jewish, 
Achad Ha-am had noticed that 
Jews in Russia had different cus- 
toms and interests from Jews in 
Germany. And those in America 
had different customs and inter- 
ests again. He was afraid that 
each group would become a sep- 
arate little community with no 
interest in Jews elsewhere in the 
world. He felt that if something 
were not found to hold Jews to- 


gether as one people, Judaism 
would disappear. 
Achad Ha-am thought and 


thought about how Judaism could 
be saved. At last he felt that he 
had found an answer. The solu- 
tion was for Jews to settle in 
Palestine and develop it into a 
*omeland, where the people would 
speak, read, and write Hebrew, 
produce plays and write books 
about Jewish life, make Jewish 
pictures and handwork, and com- 
pose Jewish music. All Jews 
would be proud of a land which 
could produce such Jewish cul- 
ture. 

SUCH A HOMELAND could 
serve Judaism in two ways, 
wrote Achad-am. First, it would 
be an example for all Jewry of 
what true Judaism could be. Be- 
sides, all Jews, even throse who 
did not belong to any synagogue 
would be glad to work hand in 
hand with their fellow Jews in 
order to build up the homeland 
in Palestine. If all Jews worked 
together, some giving the work 
of their hands, others giving the 
work of their brains, and still 
others money and supplies, Pal- 
estine could become the home-

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COMMUNITY CENTER PROGRAM PLAN 
INCLUDES COURSES FOR ADULTS 
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By RUTH PALLER 

HE professional staff and board members 
se the Kirshbaum Community Center in 
Indianapolis sat down to talk over the situa- 
tion. The Center, until now, had concentrated 
its activities mainly upon youngsters. Adults 
used the building for meetings, for the Open 
Forum lectures, occasionally for a gym class, 
and that was all. During the war, the facil- 
ities were offered to USO. Now we had the 
building back, What were we going to do 
with it? 

The executive director, Irwin Larner, and 
his assistant, Harry Sack, were prenared with 
a formidable program of activities which a 
Community Center should provide for its adult 
membership. They had the plan; they knew 
the techniques; but the adults were not accus- 
tomed to using the Center. What they needed 
was a leader from the community who would 
organize workers to put the plan into practice. 

THEY WERE FORTUNATE, for they found 
that person. Mrs. Lewis Levy, mother of two 
little girls, capable and active worker in or- 
ganizations, felt that here was a project which 
could be of value to the entire local Jewish 
community, and she made it her responsibility. 
All last summer she worked, finding activity 
leaders, making up committees, planning 
classes, securing teachers, arousing enthusi- 
asm. With the guidance of the professional 
workers at the Center, her committee worked 
out the program which went into effect last 
fall and is meeting with such enthusiastic re- 
sponse that it had to be enlarged in midseason. 

First there was the Monday night class in 
Parent-Child Relationships. The course lasted 


three months. Every other Monday a psychia- 
trist addressed the class on problems of chil- 
dren’s behavior and parents attitudes. On al- 
ternate Mondays, a social worker, who had 
attended the previous lecture summarized the 
talk and then opened the subject for general 
discussion and questions. Following each ses- 
sion were refreshments and a social hour, dur- 
ing which parents could speak privately to the 
psychiatrist or social worker and to each other. 
The Great Books Course is conducted ac- 
cording to the plan sponsored by the University 
of Chicago. Fifteen authors are being studied 
this season ... writers who consider funda- 
mental problems and social issues which have 
confronted men through the ages. All the 
members of the class read the books and have 
general discussion of the content. A_ social 
hour follows this course, also, where the par- 
ticipants have an opportunity to say the things 
they did not. have an opportunity to discuss 
in class. '

IGHT now we can all stand a few extra vitamins—I mean in- 
dividually and collectively. So, let’s talk about ways of pre- 
paring some of the plentiful citrus fruits that will meet some of 
that particular need. Besides, fresh fruits attractively and intrig- 
uingly served break the monotony of baked deserts. 

Let’s take the colorful, delicious, ever flavorsome tangerine. It 
makes a cheerful eyeful on the fruitdish, but served as a dessert 
it is everything combined. Try the following recipe which can be 
prepared in advance for the Club Luncheon or a few minutes before 
the family dinner at home. 

Mid-winter Salad Dessert of Tangerines 

With a sharp pointed scissors cut through the skins of tanger- 
ines to make the petals. Six petals, cut almost to the bottom and 
turned in about an inch from the pointed tops is about right. With 
the fingers spread the tangerine segments slightly apart and place 
a small ball of cream cheese rolled in minced parsley in the center. 
Place each tangerine on a bed of shredded lettuce or in a lettuce cup 
and pass the sweetened salad dressing. A few cookies or cheese 
spread and toasted crackers make a delicious accompaniment to 
this dessert salad. Just add some “inned pineapple juice or orange 
juice, freshly squeezed, to mayonnaise dressing. A few drops of rum 
or sherry makes it a holiday treat! 

One tangerine per serving plus a teaspoon of your favorite 
cheese—and ad-lib the rest! 

Here’s another Old-Fashioned Kuchen Recipe that Mrs, Evelyn 
Schechter of Chicago will be interested in. It can be made up and 
siored in the refrigerator to be used when wanted, allowing just 
enough time for molding into shape and final rising, of course. 

Old-Fashioned Kuchen Dough 
1 cake yeast Combine these: 
% cup lukewarm milk or 3 eggs beaten with 
water % cup butter or vegetable 
1 cup sifted flour shortening 
1 tablespoon sugar Add 1 cup milk or water flavor- 
% teaspoon salt ed with lemon juice. Stir in 5 
cups flour sifted with 1 tea- 
2 hours at room temperature. Spoon salt. 

Into the second mixture stir the risen sponge mixture, using 
a heavy spoon. Stir or beat for 10 minutes or until well combined. 
You'll need a large mixing bowl for this. Let rise about 6 hours 
or overnight. Use this basic dough for small Kuchen that can be 
fruit filled or decorated with chopped nuts, raisins or both. Or bake 
it into loaf or round Kuchen similarly enhanced. 

Variations: A—Balls of this dough patted or rolled into 4 inch 
rounds, with a\‘spoonful of plum butter in the cen- 
ters and the rims breught up into petals or cup- 
shapes. 

B—Work the dough lightly on a floured board and roll 
out with a few pats of the rolling pin. Cut into 
diamond shapes, brush each with melted shortening, 
sprinkle generously with slivered almonds, chopped 
pecans or walnuts. Add a sprinkling of sugar mixed 
with cinnamon and bring the two long points to- 
gether in the center. Let zise, brush with beaten 
egg white, or yolk mixed with a little water (to 
glaze) and bake. 

These Kuchens of small size should be baked at 350° F. 25 to 
30 minutes or until lightly browned and the bottoms nicely crusted. 

For cutable Kuchen, turn the risen dough into well greased pans 
and let rise before decorating in any desired way. Bake at 375° F, 
30 minutes or until nicely browned at the edges. Remove to cake 
rack to cool in order to preserve the crisp underside. 

Decorate in any of the following ways: 

A—Shtreusel Topping made with equal parts of softened butter and 
flour, flavored with cinnamon, sugar, allspice in small doses 
or a dash of nutmeg. Mix together until balls about like 
peas are formed and spread over top of Kuchen as soon as 
well risen and ready for baking. 

B—Soaked dried Apricots, well drained, may be laid in circular pat- 
tern on top of a round Kuchen. Thicken the liquid in which 
the dried fruit has been soaked, stirring in a little flour, 
Sugar and a few drops of lemon juice if desired. Spread 
the mixture evenly over the fruit and bake. 

C—Turn the dough into a loaf pan and let rise. With the bowl of: 
a spoon make a depression down the center and fill with 
plum butter, Shtreusel Topping or a mixture of chopped 
nuts, raisins, grated orange or lemon rind and sugar or 
honey added for sweetening. Brush dough with milk or 
melted shortening and bake until nicely browned at 350° F.

The earnestness and sincerity 


of the letter in our Freedom of 
The Press section this week from 
the mother who lost a_ son in 
the war and complains: “Why 
must our people make such a 
loud display?” warrants more 
that a sharp reply. 


It is true that Mrs. C. S. has 
a warped view of the Jewish 
group, despite her attempt to be 
fair. She criticises the Jewish 
group and mentions her “won. 
derful” Gentile friends. It takes 
less than a trained psychologist 
to detect what these symptoms 
imply. 

Yet Mrs. C. S. needs answering. 
She also needs what Judaism can 
give her. She needs to be con- 
vinced that she has every reason 
to have the greatest pride in 
Judaism and in the Jewish group. 

Mrs. C. S. needs to be told that 
the loud Jew is not the real pic- 
ture of the Jews, that there are 
reasons why some Jews place 
such an emphasis on showiness, 
and that any group placed in the 
same position as the Jewish peo- 
ple has been in the past hundred 
years, will have its share of in- 
dividuals who make the mistake 
of believing that their insecurity 
and other abnormal traits can be 
covered over by overdressing or 
by extremes in many forms. 


As for the bickering and in- 
tolerance in the Jewish groups, 
Mrs. C. S. needs to know that 
that comes of immaturity. Our 
national Jewish organizations, 
despite the fact that many are 
decades old, reflect the same in- 
security and’ childishness that we 
find in the Jewish individual, and 
im addition they are fighting for 
supremacy in the American Jew- 
ish community. Ten, or better, 
twenty years from now, the situ- 
ation will have become stabil- 
ized, and a president of an or- 
ganization can stop looking un- 
der his bed each night, and de- 
vote some of his time to provid- 
ing the service for the Jewish 
group his press division has been 
claiming all these years. 


At that time too, there will 
have been peace as between Re- 
form, Conservative and Ortho- 
dox. There will at least by then 
have been more than the begin. 
ning of what some of us call an 
American type of Judaism. The 
first signs of this emergence of 
an indigenous American type of 
Judaism are already visible in a 
good many smaller communities. 
Also there is the growing realiza- 
tion that non-Jews prefer Jews 
who are Jews, and that Judaism 
is a proud old religion, which 
will bring about the return to 
Judaism this paper believes in 
and preaches. 

Mrs. C. S. has cultivated many 
non-Jewish friends. More of us 
should do exactly that. But she 
needn’t, as seems obvious, have 
sacrificed normal relationships 

t 





and a normal pride in her own 
religion and her own people. 

Were Mrs. C. S. an isolated in- 
dividual, there would be no need 
for this “chair”, but she is to be 
found by the hundreds all 
throughout the United States. 
She is the product of many vari- 
ous factors in the environment, 
Jewish and non-Jewish. I do not 
intend to go into that now, but 
I will say that the Jewish lead- 
ership knows what has _hap- 
pened to Mrs. C. S. and that steps 
have long been underway to 
bring to the Jewish group the 
necessary assurance that it has 
every reason to feel equal to any 
people anywhere on the face of 
the globe.

“13th October, 1663: After din- 
ner my wife and I, by Mr. Raw- 
linson’s conduct, to the Jewish 
Synagogue; where the men and 
boys in their vayles, and the wo- 
men behind a lettice out of sight;

to which all coming in to bow;

And 
anon their laws that they take out 
of the press are carried by sev- 
eral men, four or five several 
burthens in all, and they do re- 
lieve one another; and whether it 
is everyone desires to have the 
carrying of it, thus they carried 
round the room while such a serv- 
ice is singing. And in the end 
they had a prayer for the King, 
in which they pronounced his 
name in Portugall; but the pray- 
er like the rest, is in Hebrew. 
But, Lord! to see the disorder, 
laughing, sporting, and no atten- 
tion, but confusion in all their 
service, more like brutes than 
people knowing the true God 
would make a man forswear ever 
seeing them more; and indeed I 
never did see so much, or could 
have imagined there had been 
any religion in the whole world 
so absurdly performed as this.”

Suggestions On Community-Wide Rabbis 


ANY aspects of Rabbi David A. Gold- 

stein’s excellent article in the current is- 
sue of The Torch on “Ethics in Synagogue 
Life” have been commented on favorably in 
editorial columns, but what to The Post seems 
to be Rabbi Goldstein’s most forward-looking 
suggestion seems to have escaped notice. 

For some time now The Post has broached 
rather timidly the suggestion that the work 
of rabbis in the coming development of Ameri- 
can Judaism might be expedited were they 
employed by the communities instead of by 
individual congregations, The concept of the 
rabbi as a servant of the entire community is 


‘becoming to be accepted more. and more, and 


in a nation as large as the United States, the 
fragmentation of our religious leadership by 
congregations is bound to have serious effect 
on community solidarity. 

But Rabbi Goldstein puts forward what is a 
natural first step towards The Post’s ideal. He 
would have the rabbi serve first his own group, 
which in the case of the rabbis to whom Rabbi 
Goldstein directs his writing would be Con- 
servative. The step from this to the commu- 
nity-wide service proposed by The Post is ob- 
vious. 

Rabbi Goldstein’s suggestion then reads in 
part: 

“In a city where there are a number of 
conservative congregations, in order to avoid 
ugly competition and all practices unbecoming 
to the ethical character of a Synagogue, there 
ought to be developed one Federated Syna- 
gogue, just as there is a Federation which 
raises and budgets the money for all organiza-

Con- 
ceivably it ought to be possible to plan so that 
people would join the Religious Community, 
and not a particular Congregation, and then 
select the Synagogue where they want to wor- 
ship and send their children for their Jewish 
education. A standard policy for membership 
dues could. be set up, preferably on the tradi- 
tional principle of each man according to his 
means. 

“With this kind of an organization, if there 
takes place a real estate development where 
there is no Congregation, then the United Syna- 
gogue would establish a Synagogue there and 
subsidize it until it became self-supporting. 
Again, suppose there is a neighborhood which 
because of poverty or other reasons cannot 
raise the funds for a Synagogue, it would be 
expected that the Federated Religious Com- 
munity would help maintain a House of Wor- 
Ship there. People say that all of this is 
Utopian idealism, but unless we carry out 
some such schemes we are condemned to con- 
tinued anarchy, lack of effectiveness and com- 
petitive selfishness among our Congregations. 
This is a test of our sincerity and of our earnest 
desire to rally as many of our people as pos- 
sible to Jewish living.”

groups as small as southern Jews, 
can only succeed in causing un- 
pleasantness. If it served a pur- 
pose, one might be inclined to 
agree that it is worth it, but hu- 
man beings, even New England 
Jews, cannot live a life of perpet- 
ual revolt with no results. Un- 
der the existing situation in 
America, such small revolts are 
not the proper path. 

May I point out further that 
Jews are in the forefront of all 
organized efforts to change the 
factors which bring about the 
southern situation. To live in 
New York and be horrified about 
the south is easy. It reminds one 
too much of the march on Wash- 
ington to protest a lynching in 
Georgia, when the march should 
have been made to the town 
where the lynching occurred. If 
Mr. Alpert is really interested and 
sincere in wanting to change the 
situation in the south, he can 
work through such o rganiza- 
tions. Otherwise, I am _ told 
that his previous station down 
scuth would welcome him back, 
and there he can practice the re- 
volt that he preaches. 

In the final analysis, Jewish 
life is and must be a compromise. 
It is impossible to observe the 
spirit and content of Judaism 
anywhere but in Palestine. Do 
not then chide one group of Jews 
in America for following the line 
of least resistance and participat- 
ing in the culture in which they 
live, but rather point out to all 
Jews in America that neither the 
ritual, traditional forms of Juda- 
ism, nor the moral, ethical con- 
tent of Judaism can be practiced 
in a free-enterprise, “scientific,” 
materialist environment, and that 
the only proper life for a Jew is 
in Palestine. Is this, to your 
mind, a “reductio ad absur- 
dum?” I have my visa, and am 
leaving soon.

One of those boys is a princi- 
pal (rather was), for he is now at 
Harvard taking a course for a 
master degree. He writes to me 
and calls me Mom. Remembers 
me on Mother’s Day, although he 
has a mother of his own. He is a 
Gentile, but I do think he has no 
ugly thoughts about our people. 
Another Gentile boy sent me a 
letter at the time he heard about 
our loss, and from the bottom of 
his heart, wished it had been he 
instead. 

I can mention many more inci- 
dents. Perhaps this one more. 
When the children were young 
and as boys are, do get into 
scraps, I happened to look out of 
the window one morning, when 
I saw my son running for the 
house and a boy running after 
him, very angry. I went out to 
inquire. My son was in the wrong. 
I listened to each. I told the other 
boy, that Bob was wrong, but 
why fight about it.

SAYS RABBI WISE NOT THINKING WELL 
ON PROBLEM OF ZIONIST DISCIPLINE 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 
The announcement made by 
Dr. Stephen S. Wise two weeks 
ago that he had severed himself 
completely from the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America, brings to 
a boiling head an issue that has 
been simmering over the cauld- 
ron of controversy for the past 
few years, and which must be 
faced by American Jews, Zionists 
and anti-Zionists alike. That is- 
sue is whether Zionism per se, 
and necessarily, organizations 
through which Zionist idealism 
and objectives are expressed and 


furthered, necessarily create a 
split personality among Ameri- 
can Jews. 


The concept of “split personal- 
ity” in this connection is used 
by the editor of the “Information 
Bulletin” of the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism, but it was Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise, founder and 
former president of the Zionist 
Organization of America, and for 
many years its official spokes- 
man here and abroad, who 
strangely enough, furnished the 
groundwork for this issue. In re- 
plying to a question put by The 
National Jewish Post, as to how 
he could have supported the Brit- 
ish loan in defiance of Zionist 
“discipline,” Dr. Wise said: 

“There is another discipline 
to which I am bound—that of 
an American citizen. I refuse 
to allow the Zionist Organiza- 

tion to dictate to me what I 
am to thing or do. ... The 

British loan was as important 

to the American people as it 

was to the British. ... No 

Jewish organization shall dic- 

tate my right to act as an Amer- 

ican citizen.” 

But since when is the articula- 
tion of a policy by an organiza- 


tion to be construed as a denial 


of the right of free speech? No 
organization of any character 
could be of any value or func- 
tion with any effectiveness if its 
pronunciamentos and_ principles 
were challenged by its own offi- 
cers as limiting the right to act 
as good American citizens. 

Let me give an illustration of 
the fallacy of Dr. Wise’s reason- 
ing from the current political 
arena. About a week ago the New 
York Times reported that 

“The Republican leaders in 
the House have formed a stern 
line of authority along which 
all prospective labor legisla- 
tionymust pass the most criti- 
cal examination and they prob- 
bably will allow only a single 
emergency bill to reach the 
floor.” 

Will Senator Taft, or will Re- 
publican Representative Francis 
Case of South Dakota, who intro- 
duced a Labor bill, stalk out of 
the Republican Party and say 
“No political party shall dictate 
my right to act as an American 
citizen?” 

But we must go farther in 
our analysis of Dr. Wise’s state- 
ment. When he categorically de- 
nied the right of any Jewish or- 
ganization to dictate policies in 
conflict with his Americanism, he 
fell into the same trap of fal- 
lacious thinking as did the editor 
of the American Council for Ju- 
daism and all anti-Zionists, 
namely, that Zionism is a na- 


_tionalist loyalty for the Ameri- 


Zionists are as much to be 
blamed as non-Zionists for not 
thinking their problem through. 
Zionism is the movement for a 
Jewish homeland in Palestine 
for the Jews of Europe and Asia, 
but not for the Jews of America. 
Unlike the European Jew, who 
is, and has been from the be- 
ginning, a part of the “Jewish 
nation,” the American Jew is an 
American in nationality, a Jew in 
religion and cultural heritage. - 

Up to 156 years ago the Jews 
of Europe were regarded as 
aliens and as part of the Jewish 
“nation” which was_ scattered 
over the face of the earth. In 
1791 equality of political rights 
was accorded the Jews of France 
and within the next century this 
lead was followed by nearly all 
of the countries of western Eu- 
rope. It was not until 1919, fol- 
lowing World War I, that the 
Jews of Poland, Rumania, Lat 
via, Czechoslovakia and some 
other countries were given equa! 
rights as citizens. But these 
rights were accorded not by the 
Polish people, but by the League 
of Nations. 

In the new Poland created by 
the Peace Conference, pogroms 
and massacres soon revealed the 
fact that the emancipation ‘of 
the Jews was not accepted by the 
“soul” of the Polish nation. The 
Balkan nations kept the faith 
badly. And since the conclusion 
of World War II, it is obvious 
that there are few. countries in 
Europe in which the emancipa- 
tion of the Jews is secure. Jaz 
Masaryk said recently that if in 
Czechoslovakia the _ rights 
Jews are questioned, in: what 
European country are they safe? 
Not even France has made ade- 
quate atonement for the Vichy 
laws of degradation. Ah no, the 
Jews of Europe are still a nation, 
part of that ancient Jewish na 
tion which lived in Palestine and 
went into long exile in 70 A. D. 

When once American Jews 
recognize the true character of 
European history and the status 
of the Jews of Europe as a na- 
tion with its roots in antiquity, 
they will begin to realize that 
there cannot be one formula for 
the Jews of all the world in the 
matter of national affiliation. It 
is only in the truly democratic 
and liberal countries that a new 
chapter of American life began 
with the emancipation of the 
Jews. In all of Europe, even in- 
cluding France and Czechoslo- 
vakia, it is quite evident that 
“equality, fraternity and liberty” 
were not meant for the Jews, 
and that emancipation was only 
a “strange interlude” in the dark 
nightmare of Jewish life. 

With reference to the  na- 
tionalism of the Jews of Europe, 
the Jews of America have the 
seme right to differ, without qual- 
ifying their Americanism, as in 
all other matters of international 
life. Intrinsic in the American 
way of life is the right to honest 
difference of opinion. Zionism is 
not another nationalist loyalty in 
American life—it is another na 
tionalist loyalty in the interna- 
tional family of nations. Di® Wise 
has not thought his problem 
through.
